Dear Mr. Dulles: 

The attached clipping is from the July 11th U. S. News and World Report 
Magazine . 

I have Just recently returned from Soviet Russia which causes me to ask you 
the question as to how your agency arrives at these estimates in view of "he 
facts : 

1 - Almost fifty percent of the Soviet population is engaged in production 

of food. 

2 - It is obvious that their efficiency in any job or business is very low. 

3 - Their birth rate is far less than United States. 

4 - They claim they are going to reduce the work week to thirty-five hours 

within the next one , two or three years . 

There were about forty on this trip, and the consensus of opinion seemed to 
be that the Soviets do a good bit of exaggerating, to say the least.
